U.S. Bombers Strike 


SAIGON (AP) — U. S B52 


bombers dropped 600 tons of 
explosives on suspected North 
Vietnamese positions along the 
demilitarized zone today after 
enemy gunners broke a lull of 
more than three weeks with new 
attacks on South Vietnamese 
bases just below the DMZ. 


All the B52 strikes were within 


a mile of the buffer zone, and it 
was the heaviest concentration 
of raids in nearly two weeks. 
The North Vietnamese gunners 
had slammed 52 mortars and 
rockets — including 240mm 


rockets — at three bases and one 
field position, but the South 
Vietnamese command said the 
shelling caused no casualties. 


The targets included Camp 


Fuller, the western anchor of the 
frontier defense line, and the 
Alpha 1 and Alpha 2, strongholds 
in the eastern sector of the line. 


In another shelling attack in 


the northern sector, Viet Cong 
gunners fired 10 mortars into the 
Van Thanh training center four 
miles northwest of Hue. Again 
Saigon headquarters said there 
were no casualties.

refrigerator is very apt to spoil 
during a day at the beach and 
cause food poisioning. 


7 Try to keep a semblance of 


daily routines. If a child is used

Some of the checks have been 


photographed and all of them 
have been recoded, a bank 
spokesman said Monday. This 
has aided in the reconstruction 
of nearly $300,000 worth of 
checks. 


Earlier this month a janitor at 


the home office of the First 
Security Bank picked up what he 
thought was a bundle of trash 
and routinely ran it through the 
wastepaper shredder. 


The "trash" actually was 


$847,000 worth of clearing 
checks. Each check was neatly 
cut into approximately 10 
lengthwise strips that were then 
well blended.

Democrats Try To Hammer Out 
A Compromise Bill On Education

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Democrats

Education subcommittee are 
attempting to hammer out a 
compromise general education 
bill to substitute for President 
Nixon's 
$1.5 
billion 


desegregation aid plan. 


But already the attempts have 


left some members charging the 
$6-billion alternative would aid 
"segregation academies" in the 
South and possibly run afoul of 
Supreme Court standards on aid 
to church-operated schools. 


Democrats 
on the sub- 


committee chaired by Rep. 
Roman Pucinski, D-I11., called a 
caucus today to discuss the 
substitute proposed by Rep. 
Edith Green of Oregon, No. 2 
Democrat 
on 
the House 


Education Committee. 


Mrs. Green's measure, whose 


key portions are similar to bills 
proposed by other Democrats, 
would give school districts a 


generally free rein on spending 
the $6 billion. 


In 
opposing 
Nixon's 


desegregation measure, Mrs. 
Green said the federal govern- 
ment has been preoccupied with 
"equality of opportunity" while 
financially troubled schools 
have deteriorated in quality. She 
has spoken out frequently 
against busing of pupils to 
achieve integration, and con- 
tends the Nixon bill would result 
mainly in enriching bus com- 
panies. 


Nixon asked Congress more 


than a year ago for $1.5 billion to 
help ease the financial burden of 
desegregating school districts. 
The Senate ballooned the bill 
into a more sweeping plan and 
House leaders advised the 
President it had little chance in 
the House. 


Mrs. Green's alternate would 


boost 
federal 
funding of 


elementary 
and 
secondary 


schools to 35 per cent by 1976. It 


is now about 8 per cent. 


In the process, the proposal 


would encourage sharing of 
public school facilities with 
private and parochial schools. 


"This injects the whole 


church-state issue into it," said 
Rep. Herman Badillo, D-N. Y. 


Rep. Augustus Hawkins, D- 


Calif., one of the few stalwart 
supporters of the $1.5-billion 
measure on the subcommittee, 
said Mrs. Green's bill at best is a 
delaying *~ctic. He said he isn't 
sure it would meet Supreme 
Court standards on separation of 
church and state. But what 
troubles him more, Hawkins 
said, is that under the bill, a 
growing number of privately 
segregated academies in the 
South could take advantage of 
tax-supported shared facilities.

County Taxpayers has suggested that we might have got along 
without in order to hold down taxes, and no one can state 
categorically that the association is wrong. Certainly, the state 
can't afford to do at once all the things that would make this a 
happier place to live in. But, whether the state can afford to finance 
such river access sites as Dog Island or not at this time is a 
question to be decided in its entirety and by state officials as 
representatives of all the people in the state. If such sites are to be 
provided and state money is appropriated, then Red Bluff is not 
only justified in accepting any part of it that is available, but would 
be remiss in not accepting it. 


Dog Island will not be entirely without upkeep cost, of course. 


But, as park areas go, the cost will be relatively small. Except for a 
small amount of planting at the parking lot, and for the restrooms 
'there, there will be very little in the way of maintenance. No 
structures of any kind are planned for the island. It is a pleasant 
little wilderness within the city, and it is available to everyone who 
wants to wander along its paths or fish from its banks 


The city council, city manager, and recreation and parks 


commission deserve our appreciation, too, for their plan to call 
attention of the state Wildlife Conservation Board to the ll-acrcs 
Samuel Ayres property, which was given to the city and lies along 
the river bank to the north and east of the Dog Island parking lot. If 
there is to be state money available for additional development, it 
is well that the state officials be kept informed of sites available in 
Tehama County.

We have now learned that the 
sheriff, Delmar Larson, was one 
of the FBI agents who in-

Larson helped dig the fact that 


Ritter had made phone calls and 
a trip to see his girl friend in 
New Mexico at government 
expense while working for the 
Office of Price Administration.

across town. John Andrew is 
used almost exclusively by the 
county's eight black doctors.

One wonders, what did Chou 


En-Lai say to Henry Kissinger? 
Perhaps someday Dan Ellsberg 
will tell us. Pending that, we 
need to speculate. Did he say 
that, what the hell, we could 
keep 
Formosa? 
Or 
that 


Chairman Mao had had a new 
thought, which permits Sino- 
American reconciliation? Did he 
say that the Chinese press and 
radio would cease portraying 
the United States as the great, 
rapacious world butcher for a 
few days preceding Mr. Nixon's 
arrival, and for a few days after 
he leaves? Did Mr. Kissinger 
advise Chou that our U-2 planes 
would suspend operations over 
the same period, so that what 
happened to Eisenhower en 
route to Moscow, won't happen 
to Nixon en route to Peking? 


A beguiling memory, Mr. 


Eisenhower's trip. It appears to 
be the rule that a powerful 
Republican is always having to 
do the Democrats' work, like 
forwarding 
the 
myth 
of 


universahzation, while it is left 
to powerful Democrats to do the 
Republicans' work (e.g. say No 
to the Communists, in places 
like Korea and South Vietnam.) 
It was General Eisenhower who 
tendered an invitation to Nikita 
Khrushchev to visit the United 
States, a gesture which in its 
way, 
at that time, was as 


breathtaking as Mr. Nixon's last 
Thursday It signified, to say the 
least, the end of McCarthyism. 
It signified the end of an era 
during which, while we con- 
tinued formal relations with the 
Soviet Union, we built into them 
the kind of official chill which 
signified the moral isolation to 


which we consigned the Soviet 
Union. 


Mr. Eisenhower thought to 


break that spell, and he did it, 
via a single visit from Khrush- 
chev which gave birth to the 
spirit 
of 
Camp 
David 


(remember?). We were never 
quite so convincing again, in our 
anti-Communist posture. Any 
changes effected in Russia by 
the invitation to Khrushchev are 
not noticeable. During the 
sixties, Russia sent in the tanks, 
on their occasional mission to 
squash 
liberalism 
in 
the 


satellites. 
She 
financed 


revolution in various parts of the 
world, brought nuclear missiles 
into Cuba, created an explosive 
situation in the 
mid-east, 


financed a major war in Viet- 
nam, and armed herself beyond 
the point of parity with the 
United States. 


What will we now accomplish 


by Mr. Nixon's visit to China? 
Certainly we will frighten the 
Soviet Union, and that is a very 
considerable plus, particularly 
if we have anything to frighten 
the Soviet Union with, in the 
current impoverishment of our 
military. But having provoked 
Moscow, what then do we do? 


As regards China, we have 


ratified the ping-pong treaty of 
this spring. The ceremonies will 
take place sometime before 
May, 
presumably before, or 


after, but not during, T=f. There 
will 
be 
thousands 
upon 


thousands of Maoist men and 
women, 
that 
bright 
new 


civilization 
of automatons 


brought up by the Chairman, all 
of them cheering the American 
President, just as they would all, 


if the Chairman pulled a dif- 
ferent lever, stone him to death. 


There will be toasts and 


smiles and visits to the great 
achievements of the Peoples 
Republic, perhaps even a 
provocative tour through an 
ICBM factory. Everyone will 
stress the imperatives of world 
cooperation, even as Khrush- 
chev used to do while dispat- 
ching missiles to Cuba. Mr. 
Nixon will return (at least, we 
assume he will return), and a 
subtle revolution will have been 
consummated. 


The revolution will have 


immediate effect in, for in- 
stance, the orientation of the 
politics and the economics of the 
countries that border China, 
most particularly the giant 
Japan. Formosa will become an 
abstraction, left over from 
yesterday's politics. A principal 


change will be in the American 
psyche. We know just enough 
about Red China to know that it 
is the single most hideous large- 
scale social enterprise in the 
history of the world, that it is the 
home of terror, slaughter, 
sadism, xenophobia, and guile. 
There has never been any for- 
mal correspondence between 
America's diplomatic relations 
and our estimation of the virtues 
of the country to which we send 
representatives. But a certain 
reserve has been 
shown, 


usefully. F.D.R., just to give an 
example, would have hesitated 
to go to Berlin to wine and dine 
with Adolph Hitler. But we are 
about to do that, and all the 
liberals who can't stand the 
Greek Colonels because they 
have thirteen and a half political 
prisoners, are jumping for joy. 
All very interesting.

Washington receive most of the 
credit or blame for directing the 
course of the economy, less 
publicized decisions made over 
the 
kitchen 
table 
have 


tremendous impact too. 


The decision by millions of 


ordinary Americans to cool it, 
for example. Aware that the 
economy had overheated, as 
evidenced by higher prices in 
every type of store, consumers 
decided on direct action: they 
cut down on buying. 


In 1970, more than $8.85 billion 


was owed on charge accounts. 
Latest figures for this year show 
the total reduced below $8 
billion. In March it dropped all 
to $7.2 billion, although it has 
risen some since then. 


Much of the energy that was 


diverted from buying was 
directed toward paying bills. In 
1969, 
about $95 billion in in- 


stallment credit was repaid. 
Last year it topped $100 billion. 
This year's rate is higher than 
that. 


Unfortunately, there is a less 


constructive aspect of the 
picture. 


While many Americans are 


able to pay off their bills, an 
increasing number are not. 
Personal bankruptcies are 
rising. 


Viewed over a number of 


years, there is nothing sur- 
prising about the bankruptcy 
picture. Because of ever-larger 
population, the number tends to 
grow over a long period of time. 


In 1967, however, it appeared 


to have topped out. Bankrupt- 
cies in that year reached a high 
of more than 191,000. The figure 
fell in both 1968 and 1969, but 
now it is moving up again, and 
probably will top 180,000 this 
year. 


One of the big reasons for 


personal bankruptcies, a falling 
stock market, may not be as 
much a factor this year as in the 
immediate past. The market is 
much higher than a year ago, 
even if it is well below its recent 
highs. 


However, a persistently big 


rate for unemployment is ex- 
pected. Although the jobless 
rate was measured at 5.6 per 
cent in June, compared with 6.2 
per cent a month earlier it is 
expected to be back in the 6 per 
cent area this month. 


Commission rates on stock 


purchases aren't likely to drive 
any 
small 
investor 
into 


bankruptcy, even though some 
brokers claim that they are 
headed that way if they don't get 
a better price for their services. 


But, as in other parts of the 


economy, the buyer has decided 
that he isn't going to accept 
higher charges without a fight.

always have excellent medical 
facilities and the most modern 
equipment for e m e r g e n c y 
treatment 


Partners in medical clinics 


of this type carefully choose 
their colleagues, both for their 
accomplishment and previous 
training and for their com- 
patibility with each other. 


Regular 
review 
meetings 


are held by the total group 
to insure that each patient 
has been given ideal treat- 
ment. 


Medical groups and such 


medical climes have attained 
an important status in Amer- 
ican medicine and will un- 
doubtedly expand in years to 
come 


If, as in your case, there 


seems to be a loss of personal 
contact with the doctors, it 
should be brought to the at- 
tention of the group's admin- 
istrator. The situation can be 
remedied 


You and your family de- 


serve consistent contact with 
one doctor, except when he is 
understandably "off call". 


When he returns to duty, 


your relationship with him 
should continue uninterrupted. 


A great advantage of group

however in the case of Alex 
Johnson, the Angel with the 
tarnished halo. 


His employers, the California 


Angels, have 5,000 bats in the 
recesses of Anaheim Stadium 
that bear the legend, "Alex 
Johnson, 1970 Americn League 
Batting Champion." 


Johnson has been suspended 


for lack of hustle. 


The Angel brass has indicated 


Johnson may never play for 


them again. If he had been 
traded, the club might sell the 
bats to his new team. With 
Johnson suspended, the bats 
remain in limbo 


The problem arose a year ago 


when the Angels held a Bat Day 
and ran out of bats — a situation 
no baseball team ever wishes to 
encounter because it means 
explaining to a tearful boy why 
he didn't get the souvenir he 
traveled 100 miles for. 


To head off that situation this 


year, the Angels ordered an 
oversupply, figuring they'd get 
used somehow. About 25,000 
were given out; 5,000 remained. 


"Two or three years ago we 


had leftover bats with all kinds 
of names on them — Bobby 
Knoop, Tom Satriano, Bubba 


Morton, Jay Johnstone," recalls 
Angel publicist George Lederer, 
mentioning names of former 
Angels who had been traded. 


"We gave them away anyway. 


What the hell, a bat's a bat. Two 
years ago we even had some Hal 
Lanier bats sneak in somehow. I 
don't know how that happened," 
Lederer says. 


But with Johnson, the case is 


different. The bats represent 
about $5,000 so throwing them 
away would be foolish. And in 
Alex' present state of disfavor, 
the club has no intention of 
giving them to fans 


The Angels are planning to 


keep the bats and hope Alex is 
either traded m the off-season or 
comes back next season with a 
new attitude.
